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A TENNESSEE VETERAN 


Fayetteville Observer August 11, 1870 . 

There now lives at Tullahoma one of the most interesting men in Ten- 
nessee, and some things connected’ with is history ought to be pre- 
served, We refer to General Wm. Moore. A conversation with him 
while on a visit to Tullahoma was so interesting that we are con- 
strained to believe our reader would be pleased to know more of him 
and his deeds than most of them have had an opportuny of knowing. 


“General Wm. Moore is now about 86 years old, He settled in Lincoln 
county about 1800 or 1807 as far as we now remember. - When the 

war of 1812 came on, and General Jackson was put in command of the 
Tennessee volunteers, Gen. Moore raised a company at Fayetteville, 
and though a very young man, was elected Captain. He brought his 
company to Nashville in December, 1812, and joined Gen, Jackson 

who was ordered to proceed to New Orleans by the Sec. of War, under 
the impression that the British army was going round to that point. 
The army remained at Nashville sometime waiting for flatboats to 

be built. During this time an incident occurred to Capt. Moore, 
which was the origin of the expression, "be sure your're right and 
then go ahead," 


Moore was a much younger man than most of his company, and doing 
nothing for some time, some of his men became disobedient and on 

one or two occasions treated the young Captain's orders with con- 
tempt. Captain Moore told them he would not stand this, that he 
would go to the General and ask him what to do, and when about to 
start to see the General, Davy Crockett, who belonged to the com- 
pany, and who was a gawky boy, said he would go and see what the 
General said. So young Crockett went along. The Captain entered 
the General's marquee and stated his troubles. He told Gen, Jack- 
son that he had some men who were much older than himself, that they 
had not been subject to military rule and were not willing to 
submit to his orders. The Gen. told Capt. Moore that he had little 
to say to him; that he ought to make no order without reflection; * 
that before he gave an order he should be thoroughly satisfied of 
its necessity, but that when he did give it, he should enforce it, 
no matter what it cost. This, Gen. Jackson remarked, was all he had 
to say. "BE SURE YOU'RE RIGHT; THEN GO AHEAD!" 


Upon returning to the camp, the soldiers asked the Captain what Gen. 
Jackson had said. Young Crockett, without waiting for Capt. Moore 
to answer, spoke and said, the General told the Captain to be sure 
he is right and then go ahead, This soon grew to be an army by-word, 
and is now @ common expression in all parts of the United States, 


When the boats were finished the army set out for New Orleans, but 
at Natchez the first order was countermanded, as it was found the 
British were not moving in that direction and Gen, Jackson was or- 
dered to disband his army at that point. To have done this would 
have greatly exposed the men and endangered their lives, as they 
would have had to travel through the territory of hostile Indians 
and that without supplies. Gen. Jackson called a council and in 
that council were several Captains, and among the number, Captain 
Moore. The question was, should General Jackson disobey the orders 
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of the Sec. of War, draw upon the Government for. supplies, and 
march his army pack to Tennessee before disbanding it. The latter 
course was finally decided upon, and General Jackson did march his 
army back to Tennessee and then disbanded. But this disobedience of 
orders had to be justified and the drafts paid at the seat of the 
Government, 


To perform this Longs journey and delicate trust, Tom Benton, — 
was Captain Moore's Colonel, was chosen, Benton carried out his 
mission with fidelity, and had Gen. Jackson set right with the Sec, 
of War, Before Benton returned to Nashville, however, Gen. Carroll 
and Jim Benton got into a difficulty, and Benton challenged Carroll. 
The latter asked Gen, Jackson to be his second, which Gen. Jackson 
did not feel at liberty to decline. The duel was fought, but when 
Col. Benton returned and met Gen. Jackson, he asked him to explain 
why he took part against his brother, while he (the Colonel) was per- 
forming so important and delicate a trust for him, The answer of 
Gen, Jackson led to the celebrated fight just below the City Hotel 
between Jackson and the two Bentons, and which, by some mishap with 
Gen, Carroll, led to the estrangement between the two, Jackson and 
Carroll. Gen. Moore, up to the death of Jackson and Benton, was 
the intimate friend of poth, and for a long time preserved their 
letters to him, each giving. “his account of this most notable ‘per- 
sonal difficulty. 


After the campaign above anand had ended and the army had been 
disbanded Captain Moore went home under instructions from his Gen- 
eral to hold himself in readiness. In the fall of 1813 a citizen 
crossed the country from the Black Warrior to Fayetteville and 
brought the news of the Fort Mimms massacre, This messenger reach-. 
ed Fayetteville Sunday morning and found Capt. Moore and told him 
what had been done, and that the Indians were crossing to the fron- 
tier, which was then Huntsville, Gen. Moore immediately wrote two 
notes; one to Gen, Jackson, which he started that day by @ special 
messenger, stating what news he had of the Indians, and that he 
would immediately call for volunteers, meet the Indians and hold 
them in check, The other note was to his friend, Capt. John Morgan, 
who was attending a camp meeting below Fayetteville. Capt. Morgan 
got the note as the minister rose to preach, but he went into the 
stand and read the note, and told all who were able to bear arms 

to go home at once, get "their ome and meet at Fayetteville the 
next morning, 


The next morning Capt. Moore started to Huntsville with 150 men, and : 
in forty-eight hours from the time he got the news, he met the ~ 
advancing Indians at Ditto's Landing on the Tennessee river, ten 
miles below Huntsville, where he held them in check, 700 strong, 
until Gen, Jackson came. up, after which the Indians "retired. Capt. 
Moore undoubtedly, by this bold quick move, saved Huntsville fro 

the Indians, 5, Lae Recaro 


It was understood that the Indians were gathering in large numbers 
at Talladega, and Jackson decided to move on them, Capt. Moore 
returned to Payetteville and organized his old company and overtook 


Gen, Jackson before the battle of Talladega was fought. Indeed, 
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he came up with Gen, Jackson before Gen. Coffee fought the battle of 
Tallassuhatchie. . When it was ascertained that Coffee was about to 
fight the battle, the Coosa river being between the two armies, . 
Jackson called for 100 young men to volunteer to wade the river and - 
‘go to-Gen, Coffee, Capt. Moore stepped out and walked down the line, 
and raised the 100 men, They did wade the river, although there was 
ice in it, the water coming up to their waists, but failed to reach 
Coffee until he had fought the battle, All then pushed on and f ought 
the decisive battle of Talladega, In this fight Capt. Moore was 
severely wounded in the ankle with a poisoned arrow, from which he 
has never recovered. 


Capt. Moore was promoted and made Colonel for his gallantry at Talla- 
dega. Gen. Jackson and Capt. Moore brought from his field of courage 
two Indian babies, taken from the breasts of their dying mothers. 
These Indian children they raised and educated, after which they re~ 
turned them to their tribe. 


Gen. Moore has served eleven terms in the Legislature from Lincoln 
County, and never was beaten, In one of his contests for the Legis- 
lature, he made the celebrated non-committal argument in the mill-dam 
case, There is nothing in the history of non-committal speeches that 
equals this in boldness and success. Indeed it has become proverbial 
all over the country, and we remember to have seen an accurate state- 
ment of it by a British Lord, in the House of Parliament, The facts 
were that a mill-dam below Fayetteville, on Elk river, became an 
issue every year. Everybody in Lincoln county above the dam wanted 
it removed, because it interfered with poating. The cotton was then 
shipped out on flat boats; but for all the country below the dam 

it was the only mill, and the people could not afford to give it up. 
Year after year the General, by his good management, had got along, 
and had reasonably satisfied both sides, but this year there were 

a great many candidates and the people were much excited. The can- 
didates soon took sides, some for and someagainst the mill-dam. Gen, 
Moore was called on and earnestly pressed by his opponents. He evaded 
the issue as long as possible, but one day, in the upper end of the 
county, he told the people he was not the man to run for office and 
be silent upon any question in which the people were interested. He 
would despise himself if he were to steal into the Legislature 

by concealing his views on this or any other question, but that his 
position would be misunderstood and perverted if carried by those who 
heard him, from the upper to the lower end of the county. He there- 
fore preferred waiting until he could get poth sides present. There 
was to be a meeting at the mill-dam and there would be people there 
from both sections, That would be the place to make known his posi- 
tion. He wanted to deceive nobody and preferred stating his position 
to all face to face. When he met both sides he would define his 
position fully and cleanly, and if the people did not like it they 
could send somebody else. 


This was satisfactory to all concerned, and it soon ran all over the 
county that Moore was going to define his position at the mill-dam 
meeting. i oe 

From all parts of the county the people came, and the meeting was a 
very large one. The excitemént ran high and bets were made. Moore 
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was the favorite candidate throughout the county, but if he took — 
sides for removing the mill-dam, all below would turn against him, if 
for the mill-dam 411 above would be against him, Other candidates 
spoke, all taking sides and discussing the merits of the mill-dam, 
Finally it came Moore's turn, He spoke last. When he rose the people 
women and men, all crowded round, became silent and listened with the 
deepest interest, Gen. Moore said he was indeed glad to see so many 
of his old friends from all parts of the county. He knew well what 
had brought them, He had been accused of trying to carry water on bot 
shoulders by his silence upon the mill-dam question, but he rejoiced 
at being able now, in the presence of both sides and all parties to 
consign this most unfounded charge to its merited oblivion, and its 
authors to the punishment they so richly deserved - the censure of 4 
just and enlighted people. "I am glad," said the General, "to have 
the opportunity of putting myself right upon this question, I am the 
last man to withhold my views upon any question in which the people 
are interested. I would be unworthy of the high place to which I as- 
pire if I did, and I would be driven from my seat by remorse. of con- 
science if I were to gain it by such means. Tt hag been said, gentle- 
men that I had no position on the mill-dam question. I am here to- 
day, to refute this charge, and I now announce to you, men of both 
sides, that I am glad of the opportunity of showing what my 

position is. - My position, gentlemen, is that I AM NEITYER FOR 

NOR AGAINST THE MILL-DAM!" Suffice it to say that Gen. Moore 

was elected by an overwhelming majority, the people poth above 

and below the dam voting for him. 


When the Mexican war broke out Pres. Polk tendered Gen. Moore the 
rank of Brigadier-general - afterward given to Gen. Pillow. Gen. 
Moore was about accepting it, though more than sixty years old, . 
but two days after he was tendered the commission, he received 4 
letter from his brother-in-law, Gov. Yell, who was 4 member of 
Congress from Ark., saying that he had been informed of this 
appointment, and urging Gen. Moore not to accept it, Gov. Yell 
gave as a reason that he had already resigned his seat in Congress 
to go into the army, and that as they both had large families, 

one of them should stay at home, to take care of the helpless 
women and children. Gov. Yell went into the army and fell, as the 
history of the war shows, while leading his command at Buena Vista, 
in the most desperate charge of that bloody day. - Gen. Moore im- 
mediately took all of Gov. Yell's children, then very small, and 
raised them. One of them is the accomplished lady Mrs. JO. B. 
Smith, who now keeps the Tullahoma Hotel. 


Gen, Moore was a stern Union man until the war commenced and then 
he went with his native South, One of the most touching things in 
Tennessee history happened to Gen. Moore upon the final separation 
of Tennessee. On account of his great age and important services, 
he was selected to carry the vote of Tennessee on the separation, 
to Richmond. When he was invested with this authority, speeches 
were made at the capitol, and they were all war speeches. When 
Gen. Moore came to speak, when the old man powed down with years, 
was about to perform his part in the impressive ceremonies, his 
allusion to the dear old flag under which he nad fought, and in 
defense of which he had spilled his blood a half a century before, 
was so touching that many an eye melted to tears. Gen. Moore,

rawn, 


He is now advancing in his Pitth score, but his intellect’ is clear, 
and in many respects he is one of the most interesting and compan- 
ionable men in Tennessee. His great equanimity | of temper throughout 
a@ long life has had much to ae, no doubt, in preserving his mental 
qualities unimpaired. 


Gen. Moore is taking a deep interest in the welfare of his country, 
and claims that he has reached the point in Jife where he can look 
impartially on and advise for the best, without being subject to 
the criticism of being an aspirant to office, 


When he dies Tennessee will have lost the last of the old Jackson 
band of 1812, and in our opinion, one of the purest public men the 
State has ever had. His motto has been through life to write the 


_ faults of his fellows in sand, 


The late war brought deep affliction to Gen. Moore. Most of the 
Tennessee soldiers will remember his son, an only son, the gallant 
Col. Moore, who fell at Murfreesboro leading his command in the hot- 
test of the fight.

ROSE HILL CEMETERY 
Fayetteville Observer June 9, 1870 


There has long been cause for complaint, at the crowded condition of 
the Fayetteville graveyard. Not unf requently in preparing a resting 
place for a new tenant, old graves are dug into, which necessitates 
the digging of a new vault, and even the second attempt has some- 
times resulted like the first. The corporate authorities, a year or 
so before the war, recognized the pressing want, and bought a lot 
for a burial place near the railroad, but the location being ob- 
jected to, and other reasons urged why it was not suited to the pur-. 
pose for which it was intended, it was not used. Recently, however, 
a number of gentlemen have purchased a field to which no objection 
can be satisfactorily urged. It has a beautiful, elevated location, 
across from the college, has no rocks to interfere with or prevent 
excavations, and occupies about seven acres. The tract has been 
laid off into 325 lots, each 20 feet square, which would permit 

the burial of 10 grown persons, or a total of 3,250. Besides, a 
piece of ground has been set apart as a public burying ground. A 
substantial rock wall is to be built around the whole cemetery, 

near which will be planted an evergreen moss or vine, to cover the 
entire wall, In the centre of the ground a large circular building | 
suitable for funeral services is to be erected, and at the main en- 
trance a sexton's house will be built. The avenues through the 
cemetery are to be 16 feet wide, and the alleys 8 feet. The pro- 
prietors propose soon to offer the lots for sale, and they pledge 
themselves that every dollar thus realized shall be appropriated to 
paying for and improving the place. The gentlemen who have the 
matter in charge deserve and will receive credit for the great 
public spirit, they have evinced in thus providing a sorely-felt 
necessity. - ‘They propose calling the new burying ground "Rose Hill

Foreword ~ Many letters written during the period 1848 to 1889 were 
retained by my Grandfather Samuel Dick Todd and my Great-Grandmother 
Mary Frances (Mansfield) Hansbrough. Most of them came to me from 
Uncle Henry Samuel Todd's widow, Anita Austin Warner Todd. Some of 
them discovered by my Cousin Myron Hansbrough Wright, of which Uncle 
eres made photostatic copies, the usual means of making exact copies 
a he time, ; 


I've reproduced 45 of these letters in the following pages. They 

are unedited except for punctuation, in some cases. The writers did 
not have the punctuation rules of today - the various clauses and 
sentences were seldom marked with commas and periods; indeed some 
letters show hardly any punctuation at all. Also, it should be rem~ 
embered that dictionaries were not widely available in the new nation 
until well after the Civil ar, so few homes had them. Consequently, 
spelling was not always uniform and I've made no correction of mis- 
“spelled words, unless the meaning was not apparent. 


I have provided a parenthesized introductory paragraph for each 
letter where desirable to show who and where the writer and recip- 
ient were, 
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The letters are listed in chronological order beginning with the 
earliest dated October 6th, 1848. Melville) M(ansfield) T(odd) 


(The following letter was written by Samuel Todd in Clinton, Miss- 
issippi, to his wife Ann G.0O. Todd at Twickenham Farm in Caroline 
County, Virginia, after she had returned to her ancestral home some- 
time between 1846 and 1849, probably in 1848.) 


Clinton Miss Oct 6th 
1948 

My dear Wife 
I received -.your long but acceptable letter on yesterday and hasten 


to answer it. 

I am sorry you have let your feeling be wrought up to so high a 
pitch by my letter. ‘I can say now that I am recovering as fast as 
could be expected. I am now so far recovered that I have rode on 
horseback every day for the last ten days, and improved every day, 
one day I rode 22 miles. So you may see that I am gaining my strength. 
The whole of your letter seems to persuade me to come to Va to live, 
a thing that I cannot consent to, unless it was for a short time. I 
will start to La in 3 or 4 days, I do not intend to remain there but 
a few days, till I go to Ark. and if I am pleased there I will buy 
an improvement and.move my people to it forthwith. I have an oppor- 
tunity of selling my place in La, at a fair proffit on on what I 
gave, and if I am not well pleased with Ark. I shall buy in some of 
the older states. It will take me all my time this winter to settle 
my family again, and when I settle I never want to break up again. 

As to manageing your Ma and sisters property I can only say that I 
would be willing to attend to their interest untill a division takes 
place. You must know that if I were to go to Va to stay any length 
of time Arch would view me as in his way and he would fall out with 
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me. I have always said that when your Father died he would distress 
the ballance of the family unless your mother can influence the old 
man so far as to keep him, Arch, from having any thing to do with the 
administration of the Estate or the Execution of a will.. 


The Doctor does not think it advisable for me to go north so late in 
the season nor do I think. so either go you must not look for me much 
short of the time I mentioned in my last letter, nor will I expect 
you to come home untill I come after you. I think you can rest easy 
after you get this letter, you can tell Capt Long that I am not one 
of the sort that would become careless by length of time. It would be 
at least the first of Dec before I could fix my folks so as to leave 
them and by that time you know it would be two late to cross the 
Alegany Mountains. I wrote to Col Fulton to bring Frank to a settle- 
ment as soon as I got Johns letter telling me how you and him had 
been treated. Fulton wrote to me since that he had commenced on 

him and would follow him up close. , 


You say that my expenses at Lewises will be very great, in that you 
are mistaken. I did not stay with him but 2 weeks, I was aware of 
his tricks. You say you will take my advice and nerve your-self up 
& expect to hear nothing but bad news all the time. How I never gave 
you any such advice, but exactly the contrary which was always to 
look on the bright side of the Picture. I hope you will give your- 
self no uneasiness about me - it always argues to me that you think 
me incapable of taking care of myself. I want you to feel perfectly 
satisfied that I will do for the best, and enjoy yourself well while 
you stay in Va. You must know that I want to see you & Dick & John 
as bad as you want to see me but I know that is impossible at this 
time & I feel perfectly reconsiled to my fate. I am truly sorry 

that my bad health has placed John in such suspence, by puting it out 
of my power to furnish him with the means to attend the Lectures 

this winter but such is the fact & I could not help Lu, nor do £ 
know how to. advise him at this time, he must make the best of a bad 
case, You need not expect me to write you again short of a month 

as it will be that length of time before I will return from Ark. and 
on my return I will expect to find a letter in the post office in La. 
from you, yet if I should have 4 relapse, or get sick again, short of 
this time, I will write to you sooner. Give my pest wishes to all 
the family & your sister Polly, tell your Ma to beware of Archs in- 
fluence over his Father that she may not be brought to want, I do 
not want Arch to know that I have ever said any thing apout him as 

I do not want to fall out with him, never having had a exalted opin- 
ion of him at any time since my acquaintance with him, Take good 
care of my little Dick as well as yourself, for what you say of your 
Fathers loosing so many Black and the sickness at Capt Longs I would 
think you in @ more sickly country than I am. — I hope you will not 
attempt any movement that will embarrass my arrangements therefore 
you must not leave Va untill I am prepared with a home for you and 
as soon as these things can be arranged I will come for you. T 

will now close with the injunction that you conform to all I have 
said and receive my best wishes for your health & happiness Your

Beloved Husband 


I received your truly welcome letter (of the fourth of Dec) on the 
last day of that month and should have answered it in a few days 
after its reception. But you wrote me to write my next letter to 
Fayetteville and I concluded you would not reach there sooner than 
Feby so I have delayed writing on that account. I was highly plea- 
sed to receive so long and so interesting an epistle from you, but 
would be ‘much more delighted to see you. However as you expect to 
be here in April I will try to think the time not very long. Al- 
though I am perfectly contented here among my kind Parents and Sis- 
ters yet every month seems almost a year without you. But I think 

I have stood it first rate. I have never been in any of my low 
spirited disponding ways since I have been here, only when I heard 
of your extreme:. illness, and dont you think I had cause then to 
dispond? When you were languishing on a bed of sickness and not 

one of your own family to wait on you and to cheer your lonely 

hours amid so long and dangerous attack as you doubtless had. But 
thanks be to a good God He has spared your life notwithstanding you 
were so dangerously ill and I hope He may continue His watchful care, 
and preserve your life to meet your dear wife and child at the time 
appointed, as He did mine amid numerous dangers and the dashing and 
roaring of the widespread and mighty ocean to behold again the home 
of my childhood and the Dear kind friends who inhabit it -- 
to embrace with joy my beloved parents, and fond Sisters, kinder 
girls never lived than they are. I have no trouble with my little 
boy as they do every thing for him and wait on me so kindly that I 
am spoiled, I have sat still and been so much waited on that I fear 
I will never know how to exert myself again, I have taken so little 
exercise this winter as has. caused my health to be worse than it has 
been. I would ride out every morning and evening if I had a good 
horse and side saddle, so if you come in the Barouch which I hope 
you will, bring my side saddle from Franks and I wish you to pay 
him two dollars for me which John neglected to pay when he was coming 
away. I got a pair of gloves & shoes of him. We left our bucket 

we got to water our horse so you had better take it along as you 
will find it of advantage in so long a journey. I want you to come 
in the Barouch as I think it will add much to your health, and be- 
sides its much cheaper. You would find the Southern route a very 
expensive one. We traveled from Miss to Ten for twenty four or 

five dollars, fourteen days in going and we traveled from Hunts- 
ville in four days & a half to Richmond Va which cost us about a 
hundred dollars. You will have to settle with Col Fulton for sixty

* which he lent John. As traveling is so expensive I think when you 
come here we had better remain as long as my parents may live --- Pa- 
pa has been expected to die for the last three weeks. He has not 
been confined to bed - cannot lie down atall. The Docr says his 
heart is affected in some way and the blood has not free passage 

and when ever he attempts to lie down he says he feels as if he would 
die instantly, He has suffered a great while with shortness of 
breath, now he seems to be gradually wearing out, is excessively 
weak, his feet and legs swell a great deal and I should not be atall 
surprized if he has water about his heart which causes the many 
changes which he has. We sit up with him all night every night and 
have been for the last month, although we have a great deal of com- 
pany to sit up every night yet it is very fatiguing to us, as some 
two or three of the family have to keep awake all the while, one to 
attend to Papa and one to attend to keeping hot coffee and warm sup-~ 
pers for the company. I would much rather wait on Papa all the while 
than to wait on and accommodate all the company however it is 
through kindness they come and it is nothing but right to show them 
attention in treating them on plenty to eat while they are loosing 
their rest and waiting on our dear good old Parent. He often ex- 
presses @ wish to see you before he dies - says he wants you to 
promise to stay here with me untilwe can get a comfortable home in a 
healthy country. If you can't find it to your liking here Mama and 
the girls would sell out and move if you say it would be better but 
never while Papa lives. He may stand it some time but we would not 
be atall surprized at his death at an moment, yet it is hard to part 
with so kind & so affectionate a father as mine. When he was first 
taken and thought he was about to depart and be no more seen it was 
a hard struggle for him to part with his dear family. He said he 
feared when he was gone no person would take charge of his family 
and have justice done. Arch made him many fair promises in answer 
to his dying request as he thought and he then took his leave of us 
all and said he would depart in peace. I never saw so happy 4 per- 
son before - he seems to rejoice at the thought of death - he talks 
a great deal on the subject of religion and is exceedingly interest- 
ing. Indeed he interests those who sit up with him so much they 
never appear sleepy or dull. I am almost broken down not so much 
from fatigue as from loss of sleep and great anxiety of mind about 

- Papa's distressed situation. I think it the most distressing dis- 
ease I ever saw. He is very affected like Hannah was at times when 
we would think she was dying. I suppose all affections of the heart 
are similiar, as it is the seat of life and takes hold of the very 
vitals of life and of course affects the breathing which renders the 
complaint so truly distressing. My Dear Husband I have been so long 
confined within a sick room that I cannot find any thing cheering to 
write you. I fear my letter will prove to be very uninteresting to 
you, but as you know it is from the pen of her who loves you and 
whose thoughts. are ever roving after you let you go where you may 
ever anticipating and looking forward to the time when we shall meet 
again,

However I hope you are not low spirited because the time for the. 

I dont think from accounts that Gen 
Taylor is a man who is high enough learned on many subjects to take 
the presidential chair, I dont even hear his followers praise him 

as being any thing extra, 


The vast extensive gold minds of California seem to be all the go 
now. JI can hear little else talked of. Many large companies of men 
have formed and are still forming to make a tour there in search of 
the precious metal. I presume Richmond, Fredericksburg, and many 
other places have sent off many of their young men to the far famed 
regions. I have heard of several companies who had lately set sail 
from Richmond and some in this County have or are about to go. I 
have been afraid you would go, but I believe you have too much pene- 
tration to be duped by every humbug and hue & cry that is ever and 
anon being made by the poor anxious dissatisfied part of this world. 
I think in my own mind many will leave California poorer than when 
they went, There their expences are certain 153 a week for board 
and such prices for clothing shoes boots and other expences will be 
very great and the amount of gold is very uncertain so it will no 
doubt be a greater humbug than the raising multicanions. John was 
Quite anxious to go when the young men first commenced leaving New 
York but I wrote him not to go. To attend to his medicine. I be- 
lieve he wrote to Mary Jane from New York but he told me she had 
never answered his letter, I shall be very mad with her if she re-' 
fuses his offer and shows any disposition to slight him in any way, 
for if ever there was a kind generous hearted youth on earth he is 
one, if he had been my own child he could not have shown me more 
kindness and attention than he has dome. He deserves to do well, 
and I pray he may be a man of great iminence in the world. John's 
love and devotion to his little brother is admired. by every person. 
He has many friends here both male and female and is admired by the 
Sick and the poor - he writes me nearly every week from.N York. I 
received a letter from him a few days since, wrote me he was in fine 
health, but both Colora & small pox was in N York the former disease 
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had somewhat disappeared. He mentioned it was raging to a great ex- 
tent in the South and West. I have felt many fears about you since I 
heard it, but will try to have stronger faith in him who lets not 
even @ sparrow fall to the ground without his knowledge and surely 
he who will take care of the sparrows will take care of us. I hope 
your life may be prolonged to raise our dear little son who I hope 
will reward you for your trouble for he is going to be a wonderful 
man, A more sensible thing of his age never lived unless it was 
George Washington.

All he cares for now seems to be money altho he 
is a Campbellite,but not a preacher, I think papa's sickness has 
wrought on him a great deal, he is more obliging and kind to us all, 
but he has not given me a dollar although he makes many. 


I was sorry to hear Jane had lost little Margaret she seemed to be @ 
fine looking child. I am sorry John got so mad with Jane. He heard 
some news which gave him and myself cause never to pester them again. 
Namely that they were tired of our company and wished we would go

I believe Elzira 
has @ good kind affectionate husband and I hope Lue may be as fortu- 
nate, and also that she may make so good and industrious a manager as 
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I believe Elzira is. Should Lue and Joe ever make it out I hope they 
may do well, and should she be so fortunate as to get him after all. 
the trials he has had, I do hope she may make a good, kind, and in- 
dustrious wife and never slight him for his right arm, because if he 
marries her after she has treated him so cruelly, she ought to be 
exceedingly kind to him, as his love must be great for her. It is 
pleasant to love and to know we are loved in return. Give my love to 
both your Sisters, to Mr. Ringo, and Mr Bayley (I believe this is 

a transcription error and should be "Bagley". ‘Terry L. Todd) 
also to all friends if I have any in Fayetteville. Maj Holman heard 
when he was in Fay it was reported there-by some of our enemies you 

& myself had actually parted. I can't tell whatever started. such 4 
report unless it was a letter I wrote Elzira saying I was never going 
pack but did not mean any thing of that kind, I expected to live 
here (but not without you). John said when he heard the report if 
the devil did not get a big haul in Fayetteville he would be badly 
cheated & so I think. I never meant to part with you, unless it 

was your wish until death parts us, you can tell it if you will to 
our enemies if you find them out. Now my Dear Husband I conclude 
with much love to your children & Sisters and a double share to your- 
self and believe me to be your ever affectionate wife until death 
parts us. May we soon meet is my wish.
